Bilingual Education Clears Assembly Hurdle; 
Governors Signature Will Be Tougher to Get 


SACRAMENTO - In virtually a 
straight party-line vote April 22， 
the 9tate Assembly passed 42 to 31 
the "categorical education bill， 
which extends Seven education Pro- 
grams，including the controversial 
bilingual education program. 

The bill，AB 37，authored by 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown 
(D-San Francisco)，was sent to the 
Senate with only one Republican 
joining Democrats in voting for the 
measure， 

AB 37 extends the expiration date 
of seven categorical programs， 
Besides bilingual education， pro- 
grams to be extended until June 30， 
1992 are for Native Americans， 
School Improvement， Economic 
Impact Aid and Miller-Unruh Read- 
ing.、 The Gifted and Talented Edu- 
cation and Special Education Pro- 
grams would be continued until 
June 30，1993. 


LIRELY VETO 


But even 这 the bill receives 
Senate approval，as is expected， 
Governor Deukmejian is likely to 
veto it again unless Substantial 
changes are made in the way the 
bilingual program is structured，an 
aide to Deukmejian told the ZL4 
Tzrzzey last week.

Retrial of Ebans Begins in Cincinnati Courtroom 


CINCINNATI - The retrial of 
Ronald Ebans，47，whose Killing of 
Vincent Chin and subsequent plea 
bargaining Sparked nationwide Pro- 
tests， began ]last week with the 
Selection of jurors and opening 
arguments. 

Ebans，47，of East Detroit，was 
convicted by a Detroit federal conurt 
jury im 1984 of violating Chin's 
civil Tights when he beat him to 
death with a baseball bat'outside a 
topless-dancing bar. 

But the conviction was overT- 
turned by the 6th _ Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Cincinnati，because of 
mistakes made during the trial. 
-The new trial was moved from 
Detroit because of concerns that 
extensive publicity in the southeas- 
tern Michigan area would prohibit 
the Selection of an impartial jury. 

Ebans claims his beating of Chin

SAN FRANCISCO - For years， 


Chinatown merchants and civic 
leaders have tried to do something 
about vendors who sell fresh pro- 
duce from parked trucks or from 
large cardboard boxes on 'the side- 
walk. Critics Say they not only take 
away business from shopowners，but 
block traffic and _ leave behind 
mountains of garbage. 

Last week，Supervisor Tom Hsieh 
unveiled a plan designed to solve 
these Problems without robbing the 
vendors: of their livelihood. 

The plan calls for the passage of 
city ordinance that would move 
Chinatown'S 19 licensed Street 
vendors to Specially-designated 
parking Spaces on the south Side of 
Pacific Avenue between Stockton 
and Powell，and on the east Side of 
Powell between Pacific and Jackson. 
It would also create an area above 
9tockton Nt， where unlicensed ven- 
dors could Trent space and set up 
Shop legally. 


DRASTIC INCREASE 


"JIn the last 10 years we've seen 3 
drastic increase of the crowded 
conditions on Stockton Street， 
Hsieh announced at a standing- 
IOOIn-Only press conference at City 
Hall April 23. One reason for the 
problem，he believes，is the weak 
enforcement. 

"Under the _ current ordinance， 让 
arrested，you will be prosecuted 
under the Police code and traffic 
code as 3a misdemeanor. But 
TIeality， those cases are Dever 
Prosecuted. So there's no point im 
the 了 Police Department Spending 
time on them,” said Hsieh. 

Under his plan，anyone Suilty of 
vending without a license，of jitter- 
ing，or of violating the codes on 
Sidewalk stalls would be heavily 
fined for an an infraction. Unlike 
a misdemeanor，which requires 3 


court appearance，an infraction calls 
for an automatic fine. 

Hsieh recommends $100 for a 
first _offtense，$200 for a second 
offtense，$500 for a third offense， 
and ITevocation of the vending per- 
mits for a fourth offense in a 
One-year period. 

“"Ihe Department of Public Works 
would mark on the street a Specific 
area for each of the 19 permits” 
Hsieh explained.， The jlicensees 
would draw lots to determine where 
they could station their vehicles for 
the following three-month period. 
All street-vending permits in China- 
town are due to expire Dec.， 31， 
1989. 


STABLE SITUATION 


Under his plan，said Hsieh，"these 
licensed vendors with trucks wont 
have to _ run around wondering 
Where they are going to Park. 
They will have a stable situation. 
People (customers) will know where 


,they are.” 


The vending would be restricted 
to Saturdays，Sundays and holidays 
from 10 am to 3 pm. Licensed ven- 
dors would have to pay 4$2.30 a day 
for parking and $12 a day for 
Street cleaning. 

The least-finallized aspect of his 
Plan deals with unlicensed vendors， 
who would be placed in the area 
between North Ping Yuen public 
housing and the Hong 天 ong Tea 
House._ Representatives of the Ping 
Yuen Tenants Improvement Associa- 
tion have tentatively approved the 
plan，although the SE Housing 
Authority must also give its permis- 
Sion. 

One person Hsieh is enlisting to 
help educate the unlicensed vendors 
is Vu-Duc Vuong，executive director 
of the _ Center for Southeast Asian 
Refugee Resettlement. Many ven- 
dors are _ believed to be Southeast 
Asians. 

If Hsieh has his way，Chinatown 
merchants will be subject to _ the 
Same fines as the vendors for fail- 
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jing to keep the Sidewalks clean OF 
for selling merchandise which Pro- 
trudes _ more than 24 inches from 
thelr storefronts. 

The 24-inch rule is in _ effect 
citywide，but remains unenforced. 
Stalls on Stockton St，and Grant 
Ave. often have merchandise SPil- 
ling out three and four feet from 
the buildings.

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Vietnam's Lost Generation': of Youth 


New Focal Point for Racial Conflicts | 


By BARBARA KELLEY 


SAN JOSE (PNS) -“Vietnam out 
of Californial"” read a short-lived 
Swatch of graffiti on a busy over- 
pass in this city，home to the 
Second largest Concentration of 
Vietnamese outside their native 
country. 

And the message is not lost on 
the new generation of Vietnamese 
youth growing up here.， Some have 
even taken on the epithet other 
non-Asian youth have hurled at 
them， "GO home nip,'" as a badge of 
identity。 They now decorate walls， 
their jackets，even their skin with 
the jletters G.H.N.B.，standing for 
"Go Home Nip Boys." 

Some call them another name: 
Vietnam's "lost generation." 

A growing number of Vietnamese 
youths in cities like this -- detached 
from their native heritage，yet 
unable to find their niche in Amer- 
ican Society -- are banding together 
in informal groups to Preserve their 
identity and protect their Own. 

So far，most media _ attention has 
focused on the small percentage of 
Vietnamese teens who have been 
lured into highly sophisticated Street 
gangs. But between the extremes of 
the young Southeast Asian criminal 
and the Vietnamese chiljd who 
assimilates _ easily and gets good 
grades，there are many growing UP 
in a cultural vacuunm. 

They are _ increasingly frustrated 
and angry -- emotions they rarely 
Share with reporters and outsiders，， 
but which some observers think 
could play into the kind of racial 
tensions that Surfaced at Howard 
Beach. 

TIts not a grave PrIoblem -- yety" 
Says Lihn Brown，Director of San 
Jose'Ss Center for Southeast Asian 
Resettlement， "But it can be 让 we 
don't do Something." 

Since 197$， 75$,000 Vietnamese 
have settled in San Jose，making up 
ten percent of the citys population. 
The first wave of refugees，many 
of whom were educated，relatively 
affluent，and able to keep their 
families together in the transition， 
assimilated well.， Elder Vietnamese 
Ievitalized areas of San Jose'S 
downtown. Many of the young 
people mastered the language and 
cultural barriers，eventually going 
on to college. 

But Successive waves of immi- 
grants have brought Vietnamese 
without much education，money or 
even the traditionally tight family 
Structure to Sustain them. Many 
teens have Spent the past several 
years in a refugee camp，blurring 
memories of their native country. 
Many have only a few years School- 
ing，<creating Pressure to drop onut 
of high school. Many arrive alone. 

"Family is important in Vietnamy," 
Says Tien Pham，a Vietnamese 
teacher at Independence High 


School in San Jose，whbich has one 
of the highest populations of Viet- 
namese Students. “Vietnamese have 
to have this close relationship to 
SUIVive.” 

Pham estimates that 20 to 30 
percent of his students came to 
America without close relatives， 
Lacking family guidance， Says 


Vietnam's “lost generationa” is 
banding ,together even as violence 
against Asians is on the rise. The 
trend is nationwide，according to an 
ongoing U.S Department of Justice 
study begun in 1982. Likewise，a 
commission formed -by the Califor- 
nia Attorney Generals Office 
Iecently found that violence against

Pham, "when they have to do things 
-- go to the store，deal with money， 
learn values in life -- they just 
follow the influence of TV and 


friends. It becomes a Survival 
attitude.， They are SO angry at 
SoOmething.

Selves. 

Even for teens with family 
intact，Pproblems arise._ Tradition- 
ally，says Pham，Pparents have all 
the power in the family. Buit 
frequently clashes over American- 
style freedoms，like dating and late 
curfews， threaten that Structure. 
Many _ Vietnamese youth drift 
toward the street to "find a group 
that understands their problems and 
shares their differences'” says Lihn 
Brown，adding,“Ihere are a lot of 
runaway kids. 工 wouldn't want to 
be 16. 

What gives rise to the fear that 
interracial strife may erupt out of 
these pressures is the fact that 


Asians appeared to be increasing 
throughout the state. 

The communities hit worst are 
those with a large and visible 
population of Southeast Asians. In 
Oakland， Calif.， tension _ between 
blacks and Asians escalated to the 
point where the city formed a task 
force to deal with the problem. 
Asians are blamed for unemploy- 
ment and housing shortages，says 
9am Cacas，who headed up the task 
force.， Unfortunately，he adds，city 
leaders tend to address the Problem 
by refocusing on the Southeast 
Asian crime gangs that Prey on 
their Own. “IThey say they're inter- 
ested in the problem，but they end 
up turning it around，drawing 
attention to another Stereotype." 

"A lot of racial tension comes 
from putting all low-income -people 
into one area”says Jim MecIntee， 
director of the Human Relations 
Commission in San Jose. "What 
looks like a racial tone is actually

Rather than putting the blame on 
society， Mineta _ attributed the 
underrepresentation of minorities. in 
policy-making Positions largely to a 
conscious decision on the part of 
generIations of immigrants. "Our 
forefathers always felt they had to 
be invisible. They were taught to 
Work hard，not raise a 名 ss，and to 
keep away from the mainstream." 
Mineta analyzed the internment of 
Japanese Americans in the Same 
light，seeing it as the outcome of a 
lack of minority power，instead of 
an exploitation by the power of the 


majority. "If Asian Americans had 
been more visible，maybe evacuation 
wouldn't have occurred” he 
asSserted.

Mineta Presented the Asian Amer- 
ican population's political weakness 
as an 4siai problem，rather than 
an djmnericajzz one.、 He challenged all 
Asians to fight for their rights， 
with the inference that it would be 
foolish to expect the larger White 
Society to rectify the racial compo- 
sition in the political arena. 

Mineta warned against expecting 
"too much"” from government，point- 
ing out the misleading nature of 
the 1lst Amendment: "Congress can 
make no law bridging the right of 
the people to assemble and to peti- 
tion the govermment for a redress 
of grievances， These are 8lorious 
words，But they garantee 3a peti- 
tion， not the reception of the 
Tedress Sought,”he said. 

Mineta stressed that the lenient 
ruling on the Vincent Chin murder 
indicates the urgency of the situa- 
tion that all Asians face. "Chin was 
killed in 1982，and since then not 
one of his murderers has Spent 3 
single night in jail， We cannot give 
up now. We must continue to pledge 
to work for the achievement of 
Some justice. 

Mineta called for all Asians to 
persist in their struggle “because 
only the strongest and most resilient 
group Survies.”Mineta virtually was 
placing the burden on the weaker 
groups” shoulders. "I_ think the 
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anSwer to the question， "where are 
Asian Americans headed?'"” he 
asserted，'"is ip a large Part up to 
US.” 

Mineta's Tesponse to discrimina- 
tory enrollment in the _ university 
educational System was the most 
interesting part of his talk，、He 
pushed aside the question when 让 
was Ialised，completely avoiding the 
isSSue。 Critics of the universities feel 
that these enrollment policies 
jllustrate 3a power Structure impos- 
ing a structurally biased system 
upon minorities.

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Berkeley School Board Adopts community 
Recommendations on Bilingual Education

BERKELEY - Under pressure 
from the State Department of Edu- 
cation，the Berkeley School Board 
last week passed a resolution which 
incorporated the local communitys 
demands for a bilingual master 
plan. 

Although Berkeley ls viewed as a 
haven for progressives，the school 
boards committment to bilingual 
education has been seriously lacking 
according to the Coalition for 
Bilingual Education (CBE). 

Coalition member and former 
School board candidate David 天 ak- 
ishiba said，"It basically boils down 
to the districts outlook on bilingual 
education. 

"The people in the central admin- 
istration and even Some School 
board members do not believe in 
bilingual education from an educa- 
tional standpoint and because they 
don't，they are willing to violate 
the law,， They just feel that the 
schools should teach them English 
and the way is through immersion 
English classes.… 


STATE _ INVESTIGATION 


The School district has been 
under investigation since early 1986 


when a teacher filed a formal com- 


Plaint with the state over Berkeleys 
non-compliance with the bilingual 
education requirements. After an 
investigation，the state concluded 
that the district was in violation 这 
23 areas. 

According to 下 akishiba，the dis- 
trict was given "at least a couple of 
months warning that 这 changes 
were Dot made monies would be 
withheld， (but) they still didn't 
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IDOVe. 

The State Board of Education 
finaly moved against Berkeley on 
April 10 and voted to withhold its 
$35,700 April payment and to con- 
tinue to withholding payments until 
the program meets state standards. 

Wade Brynelson，an assistant State 
Superintendent for education said 
that Berkeley has been told eight 
areas need to be corrected， These 
include the school district not 
adequately identifying  ， students 
needing bilingual education，Pparents 
of Limited English Proficient (LEP) 


-Students not being notified in their 


native languages and the incomplete 
Provisions for Primary language 
instruction. 

The state also found that Berke- 
ley had used improper criteria 
determining English fuency and 
placed _ children into mainstream 
classes before they were ITeady. 
Inadequate staffing and insufficient 
in-Service training for staff were 
also cited. 


COMMUTTEE PROBLEMS 


Another major area of concern 
for the state was with the District's 
Bilingual Advisory Committee. The 
state found that the committee was 
not Teceiving .adequate inservice 
training and that the school board 
was Dot Ieceiving advice from the 
committee. The committee itself was 
also found to be illegally consti- 
tuted. 

"TIhere was never an advisory 
committee until two years ago0 when 
the community forced the board to 
form one”exlained Kakishiba. The

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administration then split the com- 
mittee in half pitting the Mandarin- 
speaking parents against the Span- 
ish-speaking parents: He added 
there was no documentation of elec- 
tions which is required for the 
Selection of committee miembers. 
Kakishiba estimates there are 
some 800-900 students in need of 
bilingual instruction，but due to the 
district's faulty identification 
System，only 6S0 are listed as such. 
Of those students，"40% are Asian， 
with the number one Primary lan- 
guage being Vietnamese，followed 
by Mandarin，Cantonese and Lao." 


CANTONESE ONLY 


Currently only one School in the 
district offers bilingual classes in 
an Asian language. It offers Can- 
tonese-English  ， instruction for 
kindergarten _ through third grade， 
There are no bilingual classes for 
the Vietnamese，Mandarin and Lao- 
Speaking students. 

Berkeley offters ten bilingual 
Spanish classes，but，according to 
Kakishiba，some of the teachers 
have refused to "teach in Spanish. 

Brynelson mentioned that Berke- 
ley was not the only school district 
which is having difficulty following 
state guidelines， There are “a 
number of problems in the Bay 
Area，、Oakland is under court order 
and San Francisco's application is 
approved on a month-to-month 
basis.”

One injury is suspected to have 
been caused by `the medicine. 人 
Watsonville woman who had been 
taking 12 of the tablets daily 
became ill and her Physician sus- 
pected Chuifong Toukawan as the 
cause. She is now Tecovering. 


According to State Health Direc- 
tor 玫 enneth W. Kizer，his depart- 
ments laboratory determined that 
the product contains hydochloroth- 
iazide，a Prescription drug tsed ip 
tbhe treatment of high blood Pres- 
Sure and as a diuretic. 


Hydrochlorothiazide should be 


given under the guidance of a phy- 
Sician，because there is a risk of 
developing electrolyte imbalances 
and it could be harmful to persons 
with Kidney or liver disease. 


Chuifong Toukawan is mamnufac- 
tured in Hong Kong and imported 
by Nam Lien Co.，802 N. Broadway， 
Los Angeles. Food and Drug investi- 
gators have seized a quantity of the 
medication at Nam Lien. 


The :drug is sold by mail order 
and through retail outlets in Small 
Plastic -ziplock ,bags -containing .60 
round，black `tablets each，No :lot 
numbers- appear on the Package. 
Thbe product label says it -contains 
only a blend of Chinese herbs. 


Consumers are urged to discon- 
tinue use and contact their Physi- 
cian.

Graham evidently saw that spirit in Wong， 
for she provided Wong with _ scholarships 
and encouraged her to _ study with Louis 
Horst，who was a seminal fgure in the 
development of modern dance. 


PHILOSOPHY OF DANCE 

Wong talks about her philosophy of 
dance.“Dance is a way of integrating body， 
mind，and spirit . . . Dance is life. Birth is 
the opposite of death and in between the 
two is life，So youre talking about the 
dance of life. It is because you dance that 
you can understand change or transforma- 
tion. If there is no change or transforma- 
tion, then there is no life”explains Wong. 
“The fundamental of dance is to consis- 
tently strive for a different level2 

The New Repertory was founded in 
1972 when the president of the University 
of South Florida brought in Herbert Shore， 
who was director of the Annenberg Center 
in Philadelphia, to become director. That 
Program, TNR, lastonly one year.“The gas 
crunch came, Floridas economy went bust， 
the president of the university was told to 
retrench，and the arts program was cuty” 


recalls Wong. After Florida，Shore and 


Wong took TNR to NewYork,， San Diego， 


and fmnally to Los Angeles. 

Wong and Shore met in 1972 when 
Shore was chairman of the theatre depart- 
ment at the University of South Florida in 
Tampa. Wong was in New York when she 
answered Shores ad in the New York Times 
for a position in the department.Shore 
interviewed and hired Wong. They were 
married a few years later and Shore adopted 
Wong's two daughters, now 23 and 16, from 
a previous marriage. 

Besides their involvement with ITNR 
(Shore is the directorand writer of Si-Me)， 
both teach at USC. Shore is an associate 
chairman ofthe Drama Division, and Wong 
is an adjunct professor of the Drama Di- 
Vision . 

NATIONAL TOUR 

TNR is now on national tour,， After 
the performance in Los Angeles，the en- 
semble has bookirnigs at the Sushi Gallery in 
San Diego on May 9 and 10 and at the 
Walker Art Center in Minneapolis June 


18-20, and will represent LA at the Asian 
Pacific Festival in Vancouvenr BC, in Can- 
ada June 21-28. 

Grants that help fund TNR include 
the National Endowmentfor the Arts, Cali- 
fornia Arts Council, Mobil Oil and Rocke- 
feller， Shi-Me is partially funded by LAS 
Cultural Affairs Department. 

Born in Kunming in Yunnan prov- 
ince of China，the choreographer has al- 
ways loved to move，even as a child. She 
lived in Yunnan until the age of fve，ob- 
serVing the lives of the minority people， 
which left an indelible impression on her. 
“The rituals，dances，ceremonies，singing， 
and colorful embroidery were part of everVy- 
day life”exclaims Wong. 

Wong is diabetic but, at 45, she is still 
going strong. She will be going to Hong 
Kong in October to choreograph for the 
City Contemporary Dance Co. and Zuni. 
Both companies are coming together for 
the _ opportunity to_ work with Wong.“I 
hope to be choreographing in China. T 
would love to have a company in which the 
company members can stay and work with 
me for eight to ten years”she says. She is 
Presently a consultant at Guangdong Acad- 
emy of Dance in Guangzhou，where she is 
helping to set up a contemporary dance 
institute. 


Wong also teaches a series (six ses- 
sions，two hours per Session) of classes on 
exercises that “fnd silence in a noisy heart” 
through breathing,， imagery，and words. 

One might also ftnd Wong at a Bud- 
dhist monastery where she goes on a quest 
for illumination and understanding. This 
summer she will be going to Naropa，a 
Buddhist college in Colorado, to meditate. 

Although the life of a dancer may 
seem elegant，the life of an artist is not. 
Although she receives some grants， Wong 
has trouble funding TNR，and wishes the 
Asian community would be more suppor- 
tive of the arts.“In the _ California Arts 
Council, for example, the key positions are 
all staffed by Hispanics and not one Asian? 
Says Wong.“That tells you where Asian 
Americans are in.terms of the arts?” 

\Wong likens herself to a prickly cac- 
tus.“JTve long decided that TDm not a rose. 
[Fm a cactus”she said simply.“I have to 
skimp. [have to work with little water save 
everything，and fnd all kinds of ways to 
Preserve. 了 m not easy to digest, the things 
IT explore are things people would rather 
forget. But when I bloom, youll know its a 
bloom you haven't seen before2”

The numbers [of 
Asian journalists] haven't grown 
Imuch over the past 10 years， 
despite affirmative action Pro- 
grams.” 

One Teason for the underrepresen- 
tation，Sshe believes，is that "journal- 
ism requires facility in English， 
which would be difficult 让 English 
is a_ Second language." 

Another reason，she said，is that 
'itSs a less Secure profession than 
something 1like pharmacy.” Sing 
partially agreed， but said much of 
the insecurity is not So much actual 
38 percelved. 

Its a legacy of past discrimina- 
tion” he Said.

"于 they want to get the best 
odds of breaking into the field， 
they should get into copy editing， 
he advised. “Its not as gamorous 
as broadcasting，but Someone Who is 
Iminority and is really good at copy 
editing can write their own ticket. 
Also its one way to move into 
Imanagement," 

Seriguchi agreed. "Ithink there's 
moOre Opportunity for everybody in 
print than broadcast media，because 
broadcast media are experiencing 
constriction nationwide,” she said. 
"Everywhere in the country there 
are layoffs in TV and radio." 

No less important than increasing 
the number of Asian journalists， 
Said Seriguchi，is "achieving repre- 
Sentation in news Coverage --having 
Asian American individuals and 
issues coOvered fairly." 

To help solve this problem，the 
AAJA is now working on a hand- 
book for editors，news directors and 
ITeporters on how to cover Asian 
Americans. A resource directory 
will be in the back，with dos and 
don'ts.
